IN BOARD OF HEALTH, 

B^ottt April 26, A. D. 1819. 

ORDERED, That the following RULES and 
REGULATIONS appear to this Board to be neceflary, 
to remove and prevent NUISANCES and Sources of 
Filth in the Town of BOSTON^ and the fame Rules and 
Regulations are hereby ordered by faid Board of Health 
to have effect, within the limits of faid Town of Bofioo, 
and have the force of law, from and after Monday^ 
Che twenty-fizth of April, A. D. 1819. 



Houfe Dirt J ^c. 

Article \. No perfon or perfons (hall be allowed to throw 
or bring into any ltreet» fquare, lane or alley, any houfe dirt, 
filthy or (Weepings of any kind, or any decayed vegetables or 
dead animal (ubftance. But all fuch houfe dirt, filth, fweep- 
ings, or vegetable or animal fub(iance, (hall be depofited in 
fuch vefTels as will not contain liquids, and kept in fome con* 
venient fituation for the drivers or the Scavengers' carts to take 
away. And no perfon (hall be ;sirlowed; to^/catt ain^/dead sChi- 
mals, vegetable fubflrances, or f ^feepiug^. of any Ve&el^ 'into any 
of the docks, the mill-pond, or apy'.oihj^. place- between the 
channel and the (hore ; nor to laiid't&e.famey't^r any foul and 
infeAed ballaft, or other fubftance,. pi^ >ny..'.wh^/ or landing 
place» wuhin the town. And an^^i^'d /animal •thrown into 
the channel (hall have a fufficient weight afiixed to itf to pre- 
vent its floating to the (hore. 



Removal of Dirtj ^c. 

Art. 2. When any quantity of dirt, faw-duft, foot, (hav- 
ings, ftrawy hair, animal or vegetable fubilance, or (ilth of any 
kind, (hall be found in any cellar, yard, or other premifes, or 
be thrown into any (Ireet, fquare, lane or alley ; the owner or 
occupier of fuch cellar, yard or other premifes, where found , 
or the owner or occupier of the 'premifes from whence fiich 
dirt, faw-dust, &c. had been r^rAONtd^ ft«J\ c^wsS* ^^ ^-ws^ 
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to be carried away, at his, or her expenfe* within four hours 
after notificationy in writing, from this Board — And all carts 
or waggons employed in the carting earth, clay, fand or dirt 
of any kind, ihall have and ufe good and fufficient fore and 
hind boards, and otherways fuffciently tight to prevent th^ 
faid ^arth, fapd, clay> or dirt^ from dropping in the ftreeta 
through which th^ may pafs.

Waste Water. 

Art* 8. Thf owners or occupiers of houfes, buildings or 
landSf. ibaU caufe all Wq/le W^ater from their premifes to be 
I^Onveyed from their cellarsy yards» (inks, pumps and Vricant 
kinds, through drains under ground to common fewers ; or co 
fuch refervoirs funk under ground to receive th^ fame» as s^ 
qommittee of this Board ihall approh^t^*

VaultSj Priviesj Effr. 

Art. 4. The owners of vaults or privies, and the occupi-^ 
ers of the houfe or houfes» (lore or buildings, to which thev 
belong or are attached, ihall not permit the contents of fuch 
vaults or privies co rife within two feet of the furfacc of the 
earth — and every owner, occupier or perfon who improves any 
vault or privy, in the town Bofton, ihall conftantly keep the 
fame vault or privy boxed or made tight, fo that the contents 
thereof (hall not efcape from fuch vault or privy into the ceU 
Ixt or on to the laud of any other perfon, or into or on any 
ilreet, lane or ajlley in the town of Uoi^on, or on any land be- 
longing to-' i^td'. towli of .vBoitQUy or any corporation \ and no 
vault or privy (h^ll be emptied without a pernut from this 
Board, and by p^rfoos. iiiithvii^iaed by this Board for that pur* 
pofe, from ^d ^fterth'e£rfl of April, and until the firit of 
November n<^xt .'^ at whijcfk time, the Inhabitants may employ, 
from the firft of l^ovcnfibei-, to the firft of April next fucceeding, 
any perfdn they fhall fee fit, to empty their neceflary vaults be- 
Vween the hours of 10 o'clock in the evening, and the sun's rifing, 
on fuch terms, and by fuch perfons as they may elect, the own- 
ers of fuch vaults being accountable to the I^o^rd in removing 
any nuifs^nce that ih^U happen in fo doing.

Stables^ and Stable Manure. 

Art 5. The owners or occupiers of livery and other fla«r 
hies (h^ll not permit pnpre than two c^rt loads of manure to 
accumulate and remain in or near iheir llables, at any one time, 
between the UtA day of May and the firll day of November,

Market Stalls.

Art. G. Perfons occupying Onlls in Faneu'l Hall, Boylfton 
or l-'arkman's Market- houies, or the Market-place, and Dock* 
fqnare, Ihall daily, in the morning, during the months of June, 
July, Auguft, September and OAober, wadx or cleanl'e their 
reipeftive ftalls— rhey (lia'L not pern it any heads, feet or of- 
feU pf dead animals, or vegetables of any kind to remain in 
or about their ftalls over night. They ihall take up and 
remove the platforms of their refpeftive ftalls, on the fir ft day 
of June, and ihall not replace them until the tirll day of No- 
vember enfuing ; duriiig which period, meats of any Kind ih.dl 
not be expoied in the markets, or any other place within the 
town, excepting in the italls, cans, or ether vehiclet^, which 
ihall be covered from the rays of the fun ; nor c\poi'e for i'ale 
^ny mutton or lamb with the feet on the fame. 

Damaged Graln^ Rice and Coffee. 

Art. 7. No perfon ihall be allowed to land on any wh^rf, 
or put on fhore, from any boat or veflel, or bring into town by 
land, any damaged grain, rice, or cotFee, without a permi: from 
this Board. 



Swine and Goats. 

Art. 8. Swine and Goats fliaU not be kept wlthm the 
limits of this town by any peribn, without a licenic from this 
Board, and in fuch place and manner u:* the Uoard Ihall ;:^)- 
prove- 

Fresh Fish. 

Art. 9. All Fishf before brought into this town, fliaH lirfc 
be gutt^il, and the fith made clean. Frtjfj Fijb^ (excepting 
Juch as are named in the i'ucceed'ng article) ll.all not be offer- 
ed for fale between the I ft day of June, and the Jft day of Oc- 
tober, unlefb kept in covered iValls, fiih-boxes, or other houfes 
fituated over the fait water. — And Frefli Fifli offered for fale in 
the ftrcets before the iirft day of June,' and after the firft day ot 
October, ihall be kept clean in covered carf^ barrows, &c. 



Salmon and Small Ftsh. 

Art. 10. Salmon, Shad, Bafs, Mackarel, Tautog, Eels, 
Flounders, Tomcods, Smelts, and other fmall Fi(h, may be ibid 
at all times, in any part of the town* provided they be kept 
fecure from the rays of the fun ; but venders thereof will be 
held refponiible for any nuifance created thereby. Provided, 
however, that Salmon and Bafs, brought to toviiv \k^ ^«^^ ^co;*^ 
be fold, and landed therein, when cVf^aiitedi ol >\vw ecwx-ji^^s 
vfhich entrails are to be kept on board m u^^ n^S^^ "^mS. ^^- 
moved beyond low water mark, at evtry urci^ o^ Yiv^ ^-iX^-t 
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And tlut no perfon take a iVand in or near the Faneuil-Halt 
Market for the fale of fuch Fiih as are allowed by this article» 
but at the north iide of faki- Market^Houfe, at the place pro* 
vided by the Clerk of Taui market for that purpofe. 

And whereas fick perfons are much diftrefled by the prac- 
tice of blowing horns, trumpets, and other wind inftrumentSf 
by fifhermen and others, to call rfie attention of the people 
to their occupations and buAnefs, and the fame is injurious to 
the health of the inhabitants y therefore, Ordered^ That horns» 
trumpets, or other wind inftruments, fhall not be blown or 
founded by any Fifherman or other perfon, to the injury or 
difturbance of any iick perfon. 

Oysters* 

Art I \ . Oyfters (liall not be offered for fale within the 
limits of the town, between the 5th day 6i July and the ift 
day of September. 

Feathers^ Rags^ Ssfr. 

Art. 12. Feathers, old or new, ihall not be landed, or 
brought within the limits of the town, between the ift day of 
May, and the Ift day of November, without a permit from this 
Office after a previous examination by the perfon authorized by 
this Board. And feather and other beds, bedding, clothing, 
er rags, fliall not be landed, or brought into this town from 
any place where any contagious difeafe doth, or hath recently 
prevailed, unlefs by fpecial permiilion of this Board. Nor (baJl 
any clothing or other article, which contains or is affe£ted with 
'^ny difeafe which may communicate any diforder to any per- 
fon, be landed or brought within the town of Bofton without 
a fperial permit from tliis Board. 

Thefe Regulations, in addition to thofe enumerated by the 
AA empowering the town of Bodon to choofe a Board of 
Health, and other laws relating to laid Board, being efTential 
to the prefervation of the health of the Town, it is the deter- 
mination of the Board of Health moft rigidly to enforce their 
execution, and to profecute all violators. And, a& heavy pen- 
alties are by law attached to the breach of any or cither of 
them, the faid Board requeft their constituents to caufe thefe 
Regulations to be made known to all perfons under their di- 
rection, and read to their domeftics ; and alfo to affift the 
Board in their due execution. Complaints of any breaches 
thereof, or any negleA or inattention, in any perfon employed 
or licenfed by the Board, are folicited ; and thofe who complain 
may rely on all proper fecrecy.

Police of Biirying-Grounds. 

IN BOARD OF HEALTH, 

Bopn April 26, A. D. 1819. 

ORDERED, That the following RULES and 
REGULATIONS for the Interment of the Dead in the 
Town of BOSTON^ for Funerals and Funeral Froces- . 
sions in said Town, for the Police of Burying-Grounds 
in said Town, 2tnd the following Penal :ies and Fees 
respecting the same, be and the same are hereby fixed 
and eftabushed by the Board of Health of the Town of 
Boston^ and that the same commence and have effect 
from and after the first day of June next. 

ART1CLB I. 

Police' of the Burying Grounds and Cemeteries. 

Sect. 1. To execute the Police of the Burying Gromids^ 
and Cemeteries, there (hall be one Superintendant elected by 
ballot, who on sTcceptance of the traft shall give fatisfadiory 
bonds for the fidthful performance of the duties required, and 
whose }urifdi£Hon (hall extend to all the Burying Grounds and 
Cemeteries within the town, and his Office fliall be kept in the 
eaft comer of Faneuil Hall, Market-Houfe. It (hall be the duty 
of tbe Superintendant to keep the fences, walls and gates of the 
refpe£tive Grounds and Cemeteries in complete iiepair, and pro* 
perly fecured by locks and bolts ; to point out the place, depth 
and width of every grave to be dug therein ; to caufe the graves 
to be dug in exact ranges parallel with, and as near to each 
other as may tidi ; and to fee that the graves be fo filled and ele-' 
vated, and the tiirf replaced, that water may not stagnate there-* 
on : — To caufe the tombs opened in the refpe^live Cemeteries, 
between the 1ft of July, and the SOth of September, to be do- 
fed and pointed with lime within twenty-four hours after the 
depofit of bodies therein y and to direA the Wardens of the 
feveral Clmrclies to which Cemeteries belong, to caufe at leaft 
three bu(hels of good stone lime to be flacked therein on. t^<i& 
1ft and 16th days of July, August and^e^i^tdoet \— ^^'twss^l^ 
in a book to be kept for that pur^ofe» tVve n^tac^ ^^^^ '^'^^^^^'^ 
ezch perfon interred j the famWy to vi\xvAit\v« A^^^^^^^^"^^^^ 
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ed ; t:»c difeare or caufe or death ; and whether citizen of 
Granger ; the time wherWnterrcd ; the number of the grave, 
and the number of the rang©, wliere buried, or the tomb where 
depoHtedt 

S»'CT. 2. The Stiperlntendant (hall j^ermit the family of any 
pcrfon hereafter buried in any grave in the North and Sbutll 
Burial Grounds, to place wirhin 12 months after the burial of 
fuch perfon, a (lone of the following dimenfions» viz. — ^length 
4 1 feet, breadth 1 foot iO inches, thicknefs 3| inches, having 
the perfon's name and age, the number of the grave and the 
number of the range cut thereon, placed perpendiculaf 6 inches 
from the head of live grave, and fettled in the earth 18 inched 
from a level furface ; which, hcing recorded by the Superintend- 
ant, fuch grave fliall be refer ved for the ufe of the fame fiimily 
for 20 years ; and graves may 'be re-opened for members of the 
fame family, provided the top of any coffin put therein be not 
within three feet of the furface of the ground. The. bottom oi 
the firft coffin buried in any grave in the North Burying Cround 
(hall be at lea(t eight feet from the furface of the ground ; and 
the bottom of the firfl coffin buried in any grave in the bouth 
Burying Ground, ihall be at leaft fix feet fix inches from the 
furface of the ground. 

Sect. S. A new range of graves ihall not be commenced un« 
til the preceding range is entirely taken up by the depofit of a 
body or bodies in each grave. 

Sect. 4. A corpfe fhall not be depofited*for a temporary 
purpofe in any of tlie Public Vaults^ withottt the licenfe of this 
Board. 

Sect. 5. When a corpfe (hall be depofited in any of the 
Public Vaults, the fame (hall be afterwards removed and inter- 
red, agreeably to the regu^tions of the Board, and in the man<^ 
ner and time exprefled in a licenfe of the Board for faid depofit. 
And for a faithful execution of the (ame, every perfon coneem- 
ed in faid depofit, removal and intermentf ihall feverally ht 
refponfible. 

Sect. 6. When a corpfe is depofited in a Public Vaults in 
addition to the Superintendant's fees, there fhall be paid to th^ 
life of the Town one dollar for each adult, zadfijij cents for eack 
child, to be collected by the Superintendant. 

Sect. 7. The Superintendant fhall, on the Monday of each 

week, make a return to the Health-Office of the perfons inter* 

/vd in the Grounds and Cemeteries in. his care ; which return 

/ball comprife a copy of all the particwlaTS tei^\tedt^ b^ t^cAtd^ 
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ed hj the firft feftion of thefe Regulations ; that from fuch 
^returns this Board, from time to time, may publifli^Billsof Mor* 
tality for the town. 

Sect. 8. That if any perfon fhould be defirous to remove 
but of town the body of a deceafed friend for interment, it 
may be lawful fo to do, on application to the Superintendant 
o£ Burial Grounds^ he to attend the time and place of removal i 
provided no caufe {hould appear, to withhold the p^rmiffion :•-* 
The. applicant fubjeA to pay the Superintendant twenty-Jive cents 
Cor iais attendance. 

ARTicLB si. 

Funeral Cars. 

SEct*. 1; The Funeral Cars ihall be under the care of the 
Superintendant, and fliall be depofited for fafe keeping in pla- 
ces provided therefor. It (hall be the duty of the Superintend- 
ant, to keep them clean and in good repair, he having the ap- 
probation of the Burying Ground Committee \ and only permit 
Funeral Undertakers, licenfed by this Board, to ufe the fame> 
on the payment of the fre eftablished by thefe Regulations. The 
Superintendant to account monthly to the Treafurer of thi!< 
Board for fuch fees. 

ARTICLE III. 

Funeral Undertakers. 

Sect. i. A fufficient number of Funeral Undertakers flialL 
be appointed and licenfed by this Board, who (hall be refponC- 
ble for the decent, orderly and faithful management of the Fu- 
lierals undertaken by them \ and for a ftrict compliance with 
thefe Regulations. Each Undertaker may employ fober and dif- 
creet Porters to aflift him ^ and (hall be accountable to this 
Board for their conduct- — Perfons not licenfed as Ur^dertakers, 
are forbid the undertaking of any funeral, under penalty of 
twenty dollars for each offence. 

article IV. 

Funerals^ ^c. 

Sect. I. All Funerals (hall be between fun-rifing and fun- 
fetting, except when otherwife ordered by this Board, in cafes 
of the prevalence of contagious and malignant difeafes, and (hall 
pafs through or into at leaft one principal ftreet. There ihall 
be but one bell tolled at any funeral $ which bell ihaU. be tQlleid 
B 
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no longer than one hour, and no oftener than two ftrokes in a 
minute ; and the bells of the North Church ihall not be chim- 
ed more than fifteen minutes for one funeral proceffion. The 
corpfc of every perfon over ten years of age, ihall be conveyed 
to the grave or tomb in a Funeral Car, to be drawn by not 
more than two horfes : Provided however, That on an- extraor- 
dinary occaiion pernniffion may be obtained of this Board, on re- 
gular application, to difpenfe with any of the rules contained in 
this article. 

Sect. 2. The Superintcndant (hall defignate fuitable places 
in the North and South Burying Grounds, for the burial of peo* 
pie of colour^ under the direction of this Board. 

ARTICLE V. 

Finesy i^c* 

Sect. 1. If the Superintendant (hall violate any or either of 
thefe Regulations, he fhalU on conviction, forfeit and pay a fine 
of fifty dollars. If an Undertaker (hall violate any or either of 
thefe Regulations, he (hall, on conviction, forfeit and pay a fine 
of thirty dollars ; and if any other perfon or perfons {hall violate 
or tranfgrefs them, he or they ihall, on conviction, forfeit and 
pay a fine of twenty dollars. 

Sect* 2. The Superintendant, Funeral Undertakers and 
Porters ihall at ?ll times be remov«ible at the pleafure of this 
Board. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Sect. 1. There (hall be collected and paid for fervices in the 
execution of thefe Regulations, the following fees, viz. 

For the SuperintendanU — ^For each grave dug, fifty-five cents, 
except for fuch perfons as are buried at the expenfe of the 
town. For each tomb or public vault opened, 75 cents. For 
the record of each perfon buried or entombed, twenty-five cents. 
For the ufe of the car at each funeral, two dollars ; and the 
fame with the fees for graves, tombs and public vaults, to be col- 
le£bed from the families of the perfons interred. The recording 
fees to be paid quarterly by the Board of Health. 

Fees for Undertakers • For digging a grave 8 feet deep, and 

covering the fame, two dollars and fifty cents ; for one 6 feet 6 

inches deep, one dollar and fifty-cents ; for one 5 feet deep, one 

i)o}}ar and twenty-five cents, and for 4 feet deep one dollar. 

2'or opening and c/oiing a tomb, {eventy-&ve ceuxs« ¥ot fer- 
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vice at the houfc of a perfon deceafed, In collecting and return- 
ing chairs and other attendance^ one dollar ; for every family 
notified by requeft, five cents ; for tolling a bell, fifty cents ; fpr 
placing a corpfe in coiEn when requefted, and removing down 
ftairs» one dollar ; for the ufe of one horfe in the car, and 
leader, one dollar and fifty cents ; for two horfes, feventy-fi\e 
cents each ; for carrying a corpfe from the houfe to the car, and 
from the car to the grave, tomb or vault, and removal of the 
fame from the Public Vault to the place of interment, including 
the affiftance of funeral porters, and the leader or leaders of the 
Funeral Car, three dollars. 

Sect. 2. When a corpfe is carried into a church, the FuncT 
ral Undertal^er may make an additional charge of two dollars \ 
and whenever the ground fhall be frozen, the charge of digging 
graves may l>e augmented at the difcretion of this Board. 

Sect. S. For burial of children under ten years of age, viz. 
Digging a grave 5^ fieet deep, feventy five cents ; for fervice at 
the houfe, one dollar ; tolling bell, fifty cents \ carrying the 
corpfe to the carriage, and from the carriage to the place of de- 
pofit, fifty cents % for the ufe of a pall, twenty-five cents. 

Sect. 4. It fliall be the duty of the feveral Undertakers and 
each of them to fettle with, and pay over monthly to the Super- 
intendant, the fees provided for in the firft fe£tion of this article. 

article VII. 

Burying Grounds. 

Sect. 1 . The Central, Chapel and Granary Burying 
Grounds are clofed fo far, that no graves (hall be opened or 
dug, nor tombs built therein, until the further order of this 
Board. 

Sect. & The old part of the North Burying Ground is 
alfo clofed fo far, that no graves fhall be opened or dug therein, 
excepting in the places appropriated for the interment of people 
of colour, under the direction of this Board. Perfons may have 
leave to erect tombs in the new part of the North Burying 
Ground, and the South Burying Grounds uiider the direction, 
ind on the conditions prefcribed by this Board.

ORDERED, That the following Rules, Regu- 
iations, Reftrictions, Qualifications and Directions, fliall 
conftitute the Quarantine Regulations of this Board, 
on all Veffels, &c. which fhall arrive within the Har- 
bour of Bofton, from any port or place, until the fur- 
ther order of this Board j and that the fame be pub- 
liflied in the Newfpapers employed by this Board, for 
sceneral information, viz. 

ARTICLE I. 

Quarantine of Vejils* 

Sect. 1. On and after the twentieth day of May annually, 
and until the twentieth day of October, in each year, a quar- 
antine ihall be had of all veflels, their officers, crews, paffen- 
gers and cargoes, that come within the Harbour of Bofton^ 
which are from or have touched at any port or place wit? in 
the trop t:?, or from any of the Weft I'idia Iflands, or from 
any of thtr Britiih provinces in North America^ having arrived 
there from any of the places herein mentioned, or ^my port or 
place where contagious ficknels doth or hath recently prevail- 
ed—of all veffels on board of which any perfon fliall have died 
of any difeafe, or been flck during their homeward paffage, ex- 
cepting veffels coming from places beyond the Cape of Good 
Hopey where no contagious or malignant dlfeafe was known to 
be prevalent previous to their departure— or from the lilands 
of St. Helena^ or Afcenfion. 

Sect, 2. The quarantine above direfted, fliall be had near 
Vuhisford Island^ under the direction of the Principal or Aflif- 
-. - 1 Phyfician, and Other officers of this Board, and fliall con- 
<^itvae on every veffel which has hzitweHty-titn or a lefs num- 
0-:!- of days paffage, until flie fliall have made up twenty fivt 
•ir:v.^ from the day flie left her laft port ; and on each veffel 
..i.J:hhas had twenty three or more days ipAff^ge^ feventy-two 
•f>oiiys, in addition to fuch paffage. And on every veffel, on 
^: ird which, during her homeward poiffage, an^ v^tfexx (haJ-l.

5- Vefl'eU not oihvrnire fubject lot qi»nniine. hav- 
ing only Smali Pux on board, may be dil'cli^irg^ whenever ^e 
Principal or AlBtldut Phylicuii lii<ill coollder ihcm free from 
infection.

ARTICLE II. 

Mediterranean Vejfels* 
Sect. 1. Every maftcr of a veffel who, on and after the 
twentieth day of May annually, and before the twentieth day 
of Oftober, in the fame year, (hall arrive from Gibraltar^ or at 
any port or place within the Streights, (hall carry and anchor 
his veffel on quarantine ground, where (he fhall remain until 
ihe be examined by the Principal or Ailiftant Phyfician, who, 
in concurrence with the Committee for the week, may permit 
her to pafs if it appears to them that the public health will not 
be endangered thereby*-— >And the maftcr of fuch veflel fhall 
receive a counter certificate from the Secretary of this Board, 
to entitle his vefTel to entry at the Cuftoip Houfe on his paying 
bim the fum of five dollars. 

ARTICLE III. 

Vejfels to be Reported. 
Sect. 1. The mafters of all vefTels, which, on and after 
rhe twentieth day of May annually, and before the twentieth 
day of OAober, in the fame yesir, ihall arrive from any port or 
place not fubjecl to quarantine, fiial), previous to entry at the 
Cuftom-Houfe, make report at the Health-Office, in Faneuil" 
Hallf of the ftate and condition of their crews, pafTengers and 
cargoes, and of all other circumflances which may concern the 
public health. If found to be from a port free of contagious 
iiifeafe, the mafter of each vefTel (hall receive a certificate to 
permit the entry of fuch veflel at the Cuflom^Houfe, for which 
ii5 cents ftiall be paid ; if otherwife, the vefTel, crew and paf- 
fcngcrs fhall be fent to Rainsfard IJland^ on quarantine- 

ARTICLE IV. 

Vejfels from Out-Ports^ 

Sect. 1. Every vefifel which fhall arrive, and enter at any 

out-port from any of the ports or places mentioned in the firft 

article of thefe Regulations, and fhall afterwards come to this 

port, (hall be fubject to quarantine, unlefs the mafter produces 

A correct certificate from the Board of Health, or Seledlmen, 

<if fuch out-port, that fuch vefTel has been at leaft twenty-five 

days from fuch ports or places ^ that during that time no per- 

ibn has died, (excepting by accident or cafualty) or been ficl? 

on board ; and f hat fuch vefTel has been duly examined, and 

-^Jorau/rhly puriSed or cleanfed. 
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ARTICLE V* 

InfeHid Veffels. 

Sect. 1. All vefTels from any port or place whatever, IiaV'* 
ing on their homeward pafiage had one or more perfons ftck on 
board} ihall» at allfeafons of the year, be liable to perform quar- 
antine, if, in the opinion of the Principal or Afliftant Fhyfician^ 
it (hall be neceflary. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Tke Duty and Power of the Principal Phyftnan^ and AJfiftant Phy 

ftcian. 

Sect- 1. It (hall be the duty of the Principal Phyfician of 
this Board, (when no Afiiftant Phyfician refides on Rainsford 
I/land) to vifit Rainsford I/land every day when there are three 
or more vedels on quarantine ; and, when lefs than three, a<; 
often as the Committee for the week (hall prefcribe. He (hall 
dire£t in what manner veffels are to be cleanfed ; what articles 
ihall be landed, wafhed, buried, or deftroyed. He (hall or- 
der the fick to be landed, if neceffzrj ; (hall attend all the (ick 
at faid Ifland, prefcribe according to his beft (kill and judg* 
ment to their relief, and find all medicine. He (hall be allow- 
ed to charge each fick perfon for fuch attendaiice, provided 
his charge does not exceed three dollars for common cafes ; 
but he may increafe the charge for extraordinary cafes, deem- 
ed fuch by the Committee for the week ; and he (hall report, 
at leaft once a week, the number of fuch fick perfons under 
his care at the Ifland, the length of time they have been con- 
fined there ; and, when difcharged, (hall immediately prefent 
his account for attendance to the Committee for the week, a 
record of which (hall be entered on the Journal kept by that 
Committee. He (hall direct the Pilots where to anchor vef- 
fels J and they are hereby required to obey his directions. 
He (hall deliver to the mafter of each vefTel arriving on quar- 
amine, a copy of the Quarantine Regulations of tlfiis Board. 
He may eftabli(h rules and regulations for the prefervation of 
^ood order on ^he Ifland, to promote the defigns of quarantine, 
inch rules and regulations being under the control of this 
Board. He (hall irom time to time report to the Committee 
for the week, the ftate of veffels on quarantine. He fliall 
grant a certificate of difcharge to each veflel having duly per- 
formed quarantine ; anJ generally, it fliall be his duty to do 
and perform all things neceflary to carry the Regulations li 
Quarantine into complete eflect. And when an Ailiflant Phy« 
llcian (hall reflde on faid Rain^ford Ifland, all the duties uuvl 
powers of the Principal Phyfician contained in this article fl:a:l 
devolve upon, and mav be executed bv fuch Allli'tant Plr 
fician. 
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AJIRTICLE VII. 

The Secretary^! Quarantffie Duty. 
Sect. 1. The Secretary of thi-. Board (hall receive the 
Principal or Aflxftant Fhyfician^s certificate? of difc!iarge j (hall 
give counter certificates to entitle fncS veflels to entry at the 
Cttftom-Hotife ; receive the fees required for fach certificate, 
Knd all other fees, and the fame pay to the Treafurer. He 
Ihall make the necefiary inquiries of all mafters of vefiTels, re- 
porting at this Oilice ; (hall note the lame ; and fliall receive 
and communicate: at every meeting of this Board» the reports 
received from the Ifland. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Ifland. Keeper s Duty. 

Sect. 1. The Ifland J^eeper or his Afliftants (hall attend 
the purification of all ve(relS| clothing, bedding, perfons, &c. 
at quarantine, agreeably to the direA'ops of the i'rincipal or 
Afliftant Phyfician ; (hall board and attend the (ick, afd find 
nurfes ; and (hall be allowed five dollars each week for che 
board and nurfing each fick perfon at the Tfland ; to be col- 
le£led as the fees of t!\^ Principal or A{&ilant Phyilcian are by 
law collected or aflu'iiedi an i ihall employ two perfons to ply 
the Ifland boat, during the time a general quarantine is requir- 
ed, who (hall be fubject to the orders of the Committee of 
che Quarantine; and fhall communicate to the Health-Office, in- 
formation of the arrival of veilels at the Ifland, as they occur $ 
and of any event which may require the ^ttendancef of the 
Principal or Afliftant Ph]rfician at the Ifland ; ihall carry fupf- 
plies to veiTels on quarantine, when delivered on board thef 
boat, and (hall be held to conform to all the directions of this 
Board. 

Sect. 2. In the abfence of the Principal and Aflifiant 
Phyfician, the Ifland Keeper or his Affiftant are charged with 
ihe police of the Ifland, agreeably to the laws and rules thereof. 

ARTICLE IX. 

No perfon not on quarantine (hall be allowed to vifit Rainf- 
ibrd Ifland during the time of quarantine, without producing 
a permit from the Secretary of this Boards for which 2.5 cents 
ihall be paid for each perfon ; but no certificates (hall be validf 
unlefs prefented within twenty-four hours from the date thereof. 

ARTICLE X. 

Sr-CT. 1. The Board of Health may difpenfe with any or 
all the aforefaid Orders, Rule^ and Regulations relative to 
Quarantine, up:>n fuch conditions and under fuch circum- 
llances as faid Board or its Committee, in any particular case, 
may think proper, confiftent with the publick lafety.
